his lunnel-llke valley our 
day strayed, and followed it to the foot 
of Iho obstructing elitl'. II ore ho pcr- 
coivod a chasm-like cleti in solid rock, 
just where It left tho valley soil. 
The oponing was barely wide 
enough to admit tho passage of 
man, but tho mountain ndvouturer an 
hosilatingly squeezed himself in. Tho 
chasm led Into tho solid cliff and soon 
began to widen.

LONDON DOCK LABORERS. 

Strong Mou Who Work Vory Hard for Vary 
leu.- 1'ny. 

The dock laborers of Kast London 
at e rittlior looked down on by laborers 
in other work. Thoy nro a rough 
class of men, upon whom the econo- 
mist frowns and who give tho philan- 
thropist plenty of employmont for his 
time as well as money. 

Thoy toll, whoa they enn get work, 
from six until six. and oarn on an av- 
crago about flvo dollars a wock If they 
understand thoir husluoss and tun 
strong nnd capable. Tho rogular 
hands arc paid ton c nils an hour, av- 
eraging about sovonty oonts a day 
throughout tho yoar. 

It si ems si range that London dock 
laborers havo no trados-uiiious or so- 
cioty for aiding each oihcr. Tho 
troublo Is they nre antagonistic nnd 
eareloss, and hnvo less sympathy for 
ono an..: leu- thai Is to bo found In any 
other walk of life 

Tho foreman Is tho grent mogul of 
tho docks, before whom nil bow, nnd 
ns soon ns his work Is through he 
hastens away from his unsavory sur- 
roundings to a noat oottago in tho 
suburbs, or a nocl tided but respcctnblo 
back strooL The question nover agi- 
tates him, or those bcneatli him. ns 
they go about thoir Individual duties : 
"Am I my brother's kee|»or?" 

But tho universal dislocation of tho 
social life of East London manifests 
itself in tho docks, not only by tho ab- 
sence of all ties betweon employer, 
foreman nnd mou, but in the comploto 
soveianco of tho different grades of 
labor and among tho moro rospectnhlo 
of tho working class. In the Isolation 
of tho individual family. Tho "per- 
manent" man of the docks rnnks in 
the social scale below tho skilled me- 
chnnlo or nrtlslnn. With a wage nsual- 
ly from twenty to twenty-tlvo shillings 
a week and an averago family, he ox- 
Isls above the line of poverty, though 
in times of d.. ines i;,- iron bio he fre- 
quently sinks bolow It Ho Is porforco 
rospectablo and his lite must noeds 
ho monotonous. His work requires lit- 
tle skill or Intolllgonoo— tho ono ah- 
soluto condition Is rogular and con- 
stnnt attondituca all llio year through. 
H.i has ovon a vested Interest In regu- 
larity -tho dock oompany acting as a 



benefit soeloty in slcknoss and death — 
an Intorost which ho forfolls If he Is 
discharged for nogloct of work. Hy 
tho Irregular hands tho pel man nut 
mail is looked upon ns an Inferior 
foreman and disliked ns .such, or de- 
spised ns a drudge. Ho, In his turn, 
resents tho popular characterization 
of the dock laborer as tho "scum of 
Iho earth." 

Tho only recommendation for em- 
ployment on tho docks is physical 
strength. If a sinewy mnn appeals 
for work who has just como out of jail 
ho will bo taken on just ns quleklv as 
the experienced dock lnborer. Pre- 
vious good character goes for nothing 
with the con trnclor, who would rather 
hnvo n pugilist thnn a saint. 

The fact Hint a man without a char- 
actor can live by dock labor has de- 
cided many a ono to choose tho ovil 
course. But thi "chance for life" ho 
gets on thudiicks is stifllclent to damn 
him for other work. 

The cnsunl workers or ticket men 
nro recruited from the failures in other 
brunches of trade. When iho tickets 
nro given out there is generally a light 
for their possession as if life depended 
on It. Jack having secured a tickot 
by a savago light sells it to needier 
Tom for two pence, and goes off with 
tho coppers to drink or to gamble. 
Or If tho rush of business forces the 
employers to "clear llio gales," many 
of thoso who on a slnck morning 
would lie most desperate in Iholr de- 
mand for work will "hook off" aflor 
thoy hnvo earned sufficient for a pint 
of lieor and pipe of tobacco and a 
night's lodging. 

As tho day draws on tho inoro re- 
spcctnblo clement will disappear, 
while its plnco will bo taken by the 
professional "cadger" and dock 
lounger. A gentleman who has lived 
and worked in this district twonty- 
throo yenrs estimates tho number of 
dock and ivntcrsido loungers at two 
thousand. These men would not work 
at any price. They gain their liveli- 
hood by petty theft, by cadging the

CHINESE BABIES. 

Children of tho Antipodes as Boon from a 
lllcyole. 

Ono day when traveling through 
China on my bicyclo tour around tho 
world, I came upon a very novel and 
interesting sight It is the first thing 
of the kind I ever saw or heard about. 
My overland Journey led mo through 
many oul-of-lhe-way districls whero 
tho people are prlmitivo nnd curious 
in many respects. In ono of theso ob- 
scure communities in tho foot hills of 
tho Mao Ling mountains 1 saw about 
twenty Chinese Infants tethered to 
stnkos on a patch of green swnriL liko 
so many gnnla or pet lambs. The 
length of each baby's tothcr was about 
ten foot, and tho bamboo slakes wero 
set far enough apart so that tho babies 
wouldn't get all tangled u... Kach 
baby had a sort of girdle or A'umnier- 
dnrid around its waist nnd tho end of 
the telher-string was Hod lo tho back 
of this. Soma of the littlo Colestinls 
wero crawling about on nil-fours; 
others were taking their first 
lessons in tho font of standing 
upright by steadying thomselves 
against the slnko Ihey wero lied lo. 
What queer llillo Chineso mortals they 
nil looked, lo be sure, picketed out on 
tho grassland like a lot of young calves 
whoso mothers wero away for tho day! 
In this respect they did, indecit re- 
souiblo 3*oung calves, for 1 could seo 
their mothers nt work in n rlcc-field a 
hundred yards away.

A New Illuminator. 

"Portablo sunlight" Is tho name 
givon to n now illumlnant of which 
a public tost has just boon mado in 
Glasgow. It Is obtained by tho evap- 
oration of creosote, tar, or other hy- 
drocarbon oils, and it produces an In- 
tonao whlto flamo up to S.OOO-candle 
power, at a cost of about i cenla per 
hour per 1.000 candles. Tho appara- 
tus consists of a steel cylinder for the 
oil, tested up to a pressure of 200 
pounds to tho square Inch, surrounded 
hy a cast-iron jacket to provont con- 
densation, and Iho vapor Is ralsod by 
tho slow combustion of a coko firo 
plocod undorneaili. From tho cyllndor 
tho vapor is carried through .a tubo to 
tho coiubuslloii-box on Iho top, into 
which air is introduced in tho propor- 
tion necessary for proper com hustion, 
wilh tho result that a dazzling light is 
produced.— Science. 

— Thcro Is a d fferonco of opinion 
among poulterers ns to tho advis- 
ability of tho now Massachusetts law 
passed In March last, allowing doalors 
to sell poultry with heads ou and un- 
drawn, provided there is no food In 
tho crop Fow buyers know of tho 
new enactment, and cooiplaiu accord- 
ingly.

LEGISLATIVE NEWS. 

A bill hat patted both Houses al 
lowing a wife to tettlfy at to all ex- 
cept conlldenlial mattora, for or 
against Iter husband. 

tlov. Bookner has approved and 
signed the bill for the taking of the 
sense of tho people on the expediency 
of a Constitutional Convention. 

A bill incorporating tho Cumber- 
land Valloy Hunk, at Barboursville, 
willi an amendment prohibiting the 
bank from holding real estate pur- 
chased in satisfaction of a dobt, 
judgmont or docree, longor tlian llvo 
years, has been passed as amouded. 

In response to tho resolution ask- 
ing wliorc aro our convicts and by 
whom and how employed, it was re- 
ported that 510 are at work outside 
the prison walls, all under contract of 
tho Masou-Ford Company, except 
ninety-two al work on tho Branch 
Penitentiary. Of this number 272 
aro at work on the Louisville South- 
ern railroad, eiglity-seven on the 
Cumberland Valley Itailroad and lif- 
ty-uine on the Maysville and Dig 
Sandy. A bill is now pending pro 
viding for the working of 400 abort 
torm convlctt on railroads, under 
state inauagement, tho Stato to re 
ccive in roturn thorefor an interest iu 
taid roads. Tho bill provide* that 
convicts shall In no cate bo loased 
outside tho walla of the penitentiary. 
That tho convicts will get tho usual 
attention from tho Legislature is cer- 
laiu. 

The following bills aro ponding : A 
bill to incorporate the Bowling Green 
Steam Cable Kailway Company ; 
bill prohibiting tho sale of liquors on 
election days, in iho Commonwealth ; 
a hill defining what constitutes a vag 
rant, and providiug for the proper 
disposal of them by the authorities in 
Louisvilleand Jeflerton county ; a 
bill amending tho act incorporating 
tho Louisvillo Passenger Itailroad 
Company. Tho object of this amend- 
ment it (o strike out the clause fixing

The 
result is that several officials, net 
withstanding they comploted collec- 
tions in duo tlmo aud in Hie full 
amount, aro now delinquent to the 
State— one or two of them to the ex 
tent of as much at *900, but the ma- 
jority for tmaller amounts. A num- 
ber of tho Shcrifls, when notified of 
the penalties they had incurred and 
asked to make good the deficit with 
out delay, replied that all the money 
was in their hands at Iho time speci- 
fied, but that they presumed that 
there was iio great basto to ba made 
in turning it over to tho State.

They secure this end, but are 
themselves tho tourcc of great incon- 
venience, tucli as the noise, tho Iobs 
of view aud the coufiniug of tho 
smoke to tho train. There la nothing 
peculiar iu the conalruction of these 
!hedi, which have to support only 
the burden of the snow. But on the 
line of tho Canadian Pacific, where 
the road croasei the Kocky Moun- 
tain!, iheds of a different construction 
aro needed. Before the road was 
completed observations iu the uioun 
tains showed that avalaucbea must bo 
provided against. A siuglo avalaiicho 
covered the track for a distance of 
11100 feet and to the depth of 50 feet. 
The result of tho these observations 
was that the company built four and 
one-half miles, of snow-sheds at an 
ouormouB expense Tho sheds arc 
constructed as follows | Oil tho high 
side of the mountain slope a crib 
filled witli stones is constructed. 
Along llio entire length of tho shed 
and on tho opposite side of tho track a 
timber trestle is erected ; strong tim 
ber boams arc laid from the top of 
the crib work to tho top of tho tret 
lie 4 feet apart and at au angle repre- 
senting the slope of the mountain as 
nearly as possible. These are cover- 
ed over with Much plunking, and the 
bcami are braced on either side from 
tho trestle and from tho crib. The 
covering is placed at such a height as 
to give 21 feet headway from the un- 
der side of tho beam to the center of 
the track. The longest of Ihcse sheds 
it 3700 feet. 



Tho Sleeping-Car. 



While wo have beard much in re- 
cent years of tho regulation of rail- 
roads by legislation or by commission, 
no suggestion has been made for reg- 
ulating the sleeping ear. It ccrlaiu- 
ly needs regulating. It furnishes 
poorer MMUmodtUon Tor the money 
paid than any other common carrier. 

It is bailt more for show tliau con- 
venience. Aexl lo a row of cell in 
somo abandoned penitentiary, the 
sleeping-car arrauged for its victims 
Is the moat uninviting sleeping apart- 
mont one can imagine. The heavy, 
sluffy curtains: the atmosphere, 
which is Btiflitigono hour and chilly 
the next ; Iho lamps where they ought 
not to be, aud darkness whero the 
lamps ought lo bo ; dust, smoke, cin- 
ders and general discomfort— Ibis is 
a faint picture of the modorn sleep- 
ing-car. It is oruameuted ornately ; 
it is gilded, carved and varnished 
au though it were a perambulating 
bar-room, but it is not neat, nice, 
comfortable, nor courouicnt, aud it is 
no better iu cBscutials thau it was 
ten years ago. 

Wo should have a radical depar- 
ture first in the construction of our 
sleeping-cars ; next in tho control of 
them, and next in the management. 

The rules which passengers arc ex- 
pected to obey aro all made by the 
company without consulting Willi its 
patrons. Tho charges are higher 
thau llrst-claas hotel rates, and, in 
addition, tho passengers are expected 
to pay tho salary of the porter. The 
berths are arrauged so as to give the 
passenger the least space and comfort 
consistent with his continued exist- 
ouce. The moruing ablutions are 
performed under (lie most diicour- 
agciug circumstances, aud the man 
who passes through them aud lives 
is to be congratulated. 

A year or two ago a new model 
sleeping-car was sent on its rounds 
for the inspection of the public. It 
was lighter, less coitly, more com- 
modious, more convenient, aud more 
careful of tho privacy of the passen- 
gers than those now iu use, but with 
most of the railroads the old com- 
pany had an irou-clad, long-time 
agrccmonf, and tho public warn--"'- 
out. ,» mo front willi a 

oroinpfory order which will add 
somewhat to the comfort of the trav- 
eling public. This order forbids the 
lowering of the upper btrth until it 
haB an occupant. At present both 
bertha aro "made up" wheu the low- 
er one is sold. It is done to Incon- 
venience the holder of the lowor berth 
and (o compel him to purchase the 
entire section. Perhapi now that the 
reform of the sleepiug-ear baa begun, 
it may continue until there la a 
revolution in night traveling.— Cour 
ler-Journal. 

There is one thing in particular 
that is a drawback to the travoling 
public, aud that is the rates charged 
on sleepers. If the price wero ro 
duced to $1.00 a night for a berth 
the sleepers would be boiler filled, 
and tho passenger get something 
near the worth of his money. Pas 
seuger rates continue to come down 
and why not slocping-car rates. As 
much is charged for an alleged night's 
rest on a sleeper as will pay fora 
day's board at a first-class hotel. Let 
there be a change

"If ever I see, on bush or tree," nnd 
tho world famous "Mary's Lamb," 
which was founded on nn incident of 
tho writer's own childish experience 
A fnrmnr's daughter, she hud had Iu 
her New Hampshire bottle her own lit- 
tlo pot lamb, that fotlowod her 
wlterovor sho wont. Devotedly fond 
of animals nnd making pels of birds 
mid kittens from her earliest to her 
latest -years, this busy editor and 
mother of a fninlly turned nsido from 
hor pressing enr.-s to write thoso 
vorsos. which have found n synipa- 
ihotie echo In tho hearts of children 
nil over tho country. In 1830 tho 
p i ins thus composed wero published 
In book form under Mis. Hale's signa- 
ture, with a number of other tongs 
nnd rhymos, nfleeiloiiately dedicated 
to all Jfood children In tho United 
States.— miadelnMa Timet.
